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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 3-8 and 10-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Lapohn (U.S. Patent 5,770,797) in view of Patti (U.S. Patent 

5,922,152) and Snyder (US Patent 4,384,482). 

Regarding claims 1,6,8, 13 and 15, Lapohn teaches an air pressure measuring 

system comprising a bracket structure (64), an air pressure gauge mounted to a bracket 

structure (16), a conduit that is in communication with at least one air pressure gauge 

(56) and an indicator (32 and Column 5, Lines 1-26). Laphon does not explicitly teach a 

bracket structure mounted to an inside surface of a wheel rim. Patti teaches a wheel 

bracket that is attached to a wheel rim (Abstract and Column 4, Lines 62-67) of an 

outside wheel assembly (Column 9, Lines 1-52) and is used for holding objects in a 

desired position on a vehicle wheel rim. However, Patti does not explicitly disclose a 

structure entirely mounted to an inside surface of a wheel assembly. Snyder teaches a 

structure (2) mounted on the inside of a wheel rim (Column 3, Lines 39-39 and Lines 

53-55). 
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It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to modify the invention taught by Laphon to include the 
device mounted to the inside surface of a rim as taught by Patti, since Patti teaches a 
bracket that holds a variety of objects and allows a position of an attached object to be 
adjusted and further modify, to include a structure attached to a wheel rim as taught by 
Snyder, since Snyder teaches a stable and durable mounting connection. 

Regarding claims 3,4,10, and 11, Laphon teaches strips of reflective 
material/micro-prism retro reflective elements (30 and Column 4, Lines 52-65). 

Regarding claims 5 and 12, Laphon teaches a Bourdon tube type pressure 
gauge (32). 

Regarding claims 7 and 14, Laphon teaches an air pressure gauge including a 
pair of stop posts (39) and a mounting assembly to an inside surface of a wheel 
assembly (Figure 6). 

2. Claims 2 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over 
Laphon (U.S. Patent 5,770,797) in view of Patti (U.S. Patent 5,922,152) and Snyder 
(US Patent 4,384,482) as applied to claim 1 , and further in view of Connell (U.S. Patent 
3,915,502). 

Laphon, Patti and Snyder all teach the invention except for a structure mounted 
to an inside surface of a wheel assembly by using adhesive tape. However, any type of 
adhesive or mounting structure can be used to mount a structure to an inside surface of 
a wheel. For example, Connell discloses mounting a structure to an inside surface of a 
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wheel assembly by using adhesive tape (Abstract). The tape arrangement is beneficial 
in providing a cushioning effect to enhance retention properties. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to modify the invention taught by Laphon to include a 
structure mounted by adhesive tape taught by Connell, since Connell teaches the use of 
adhesive tape for mounting a structure in order to enhance resiliency properties.
